Genealogy 


Samuel Wilcox was the 10th child of David and Sarah [White] Wilcox. Married 1st Phoebe Dowd; 
married 2nd Sarah Savage and married 3rd Rebecca Savage, after 1826. Lived at 182 Main Street, East 
Berlin [said to have been built in 1700's]. BPLH Room Card Notes record that Miss North states "House 
moved and occupied many years by Willys Dowd family." She also writes that they moved to Ohio.

(1759-1796) daughter of Richard Dowd and Phebe Foster. They had children including: Richard, 
Benjamin, Daniel, Sylvester, Samuel and Edward. He married second Sarah Savage (1759-1826). In 
1783 he married third Rebecca Savage (1762-1844) daughter of Josiah Savage & Sarah Stowe. They 
are buried in Wilcox Cemetery.

17. OTHER NOTABLE FEATURES OF BUILDING OR SITE (interior and/om exterior) 


The Samuel Wilcox House has a three-bay facade with a fanlit entry on 
the left protected by a flat-roofed Greek Revival porch. The porch has 
plain pilasters and is supported by. fluted Doric columns. The porch 
roof features a plain architrave and frieze separated by a small cen- 
tral molding and a molded cornice. Brick walls are laid up in common 
bond with Flemish variation. First-floor windows on front and left 
elevations have splayed brownstone lintels. First-floor windows on 
the right elevation feature splayed brick lintels. Windows are fitted 
with new or restored 12-over-12 sash; there is no special sill treat- 
ment. There is a slight overhang at the second floor. The main roof 


cornice features a wide plain architrave and frieze separated by a

The Samuel Wilcox House is significant as a good example of a c.1800 
brick house with mid-19th-century Greek Revival additions. Typical 
c.1800 features include the fanlit entry, the overhang at the 

second floor (a reference to the hewn overhangs of 18th-century 
timber-frame construction), and the relatively unsophisticated con- 
struction (the lack of a special sill treatment, the mixture of brick 
and brownstone lintels). Typical Greek Revival features include the 
Doric-columned porch, the main roof entablature and the flushboarded 
tympanum. The rectangular attic light is also characteristic of the 
Revival period. 


The house is said to have been built by Samuel Wilcox in the late 
1700s, but there is little from the 18th century which is (continued)
